President Nixon, noting the 


suffrage anniversary, .issued a, 
proclamation 
Tuesday 
asking 


Americans "to recognize the 
great debt we owe to those who 
dedicated their life's work to the 
cause of women's suffrage." 


He added, "Let us all recog- 


nize that women surely have a 
still wider role to play in the po- 
litical, economic and social life 
of our country." 


Several politicians endorsed 


the women's cause. Gov. Nelson 
A. Rockefeller proclaimed today 
"Women's Rights Day" in New 
York State. Mayors James Tale 
of Philadelphia and Peter Flah- 
erty of Pittsburgh took similar 
action in their cities. 


Sen. Charles E. Goodell, R- 


N.Y., 
held a news conference 


with Betty Friedan. a leader of 
the National Organization of 
Women—NOW—and other fem- 
inists and announced plans to 
introduce new federal legisla- 
tion for women's rights. 


Rep. 
Martha Griffiths. 
D- 


Mich., one of 11 women mem- 
bers of Congress, complained 
that the nation's newspaper edi- 
tors "are treating this thing as 
a joke." 


"If it's not an absolutely fabu- 


lous success," she said, "then 
they will say that women don't 
want rights ... they're happy 
where they are." 


In 
Washington, the Secret 


Service announced Tuesday that 
for the first time it had hired 
women as police officers to be 
part of the new Executive Pro- 
tective Service, responsible for 
protecting the President and his 
immediate family when they 
are in residence in the White 
House. 


The strike coalition, at a news 


conference in New York Tues- 
day, urged women to boycott 
Silva Thins cigarettes, Ivory 
IJquid detergent, Prestine femi- 
nine deodorant and Cosmospoli- 
tan magazine. 


The women accused the ciga- 


rette of portraying women as 
"objects of contempt" in their 
advertising; said of the deter- 
gent, "We feel older women 
have something to offer to socie- 
ty besides soft hands and clean 
glasses;" and claimed the mag- 
azine was "geared to selling 
women as sexual objects." 


The New York women also 


were angry with city officials 
who said feminists would be 
limited to one lane of Fifth Ave- 
nue in their early evening 
march to a Bryant Park rally.

—not a Miss or a Mrs. 


That's pronounced Mizz and 


as Jean Crosby explains: "It's 
like what children call their 
teachers, they don't know the 
difference." 


Jean, coordinator of today's 


women's liberation rally in Un- 
ion Square, refuses to say 
whether she is a Miss or Mrs. 


"In our society, women are 


very often defined in relation to 
a man rather than an autono- 
mous human beings," she said. 
"To me that's very offensive, to 
have people not see me as me— 
and to know who I'm living with 
or married to." 


"I don't think we ask the 


same thing of men," Jean said. 


"If we must use some form of 


address, let's do the same thing 
as men do. Mr. doesn't mean 
one or the other. Ms. doesn't ei- 
ther." 


Jean said the use of Ms. is 


"something that's just being 
tested out." But she added: 
"I've seen quite a bit of it in the 
Bay area." 


To Jean, Ms. is just part of a 


larger problem—the male domi- 
nation of the English language. 
"So much of our language is so 
male-oriented, we're going to 
have to come up with new 
words." 


For example, Jean said, "ev- 


ery word that refers to males 
and females together is always 
male ... like mankind." 


"In the Constitution, it says 


"all men are created equal," 
she said. "And we had to pass 
an amendment because we 
clearly weren't covered under 
that." 


The marriage ceremony says, 


"I now pronounce you man and 
wife." Why not husband and 
wife? asks Jean. 


"I don't think it makes a 


whole lot of sense to pronounce 
somebody 
man 
and 
woman 


when they're already bom that 
way," she said. 


For Jean herself, Mizz hasn't 


yet become everyday speech. "I 
prefer to call people by their 
first names and I don't use it 
except when I write letters."

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Angels 
Now Threat 
to Twins

A bomb scare failed to mate- 


rialize in Minnesota but nearly 
700 miles east the California An- 
gels set off an explosion of their 
own, posing a definite threat to 
the Twins. 


The bomb threat occurred in 


the fourth inning of the Twins- 
Boston Red Sox game Tuesday 
night and Metropolitan Stadium 
was evacuated by the 17,697 
fans for 44 minutes before play 
was resumed. 


Tony Conigliaro slammed a 


homer in the eighth inning and 
the Red Sox held off the Twins 
for a 1-0 triumph while in De- 
troit—693 miles east—the Cali- 
fornia Angels blasted the Tigers 
in a doubleheader, 6-4 in 12 in- 
nings a.nd 104. 


The double victories by the 


Angels placed them a danger- 
ously close 3% games behind 
American League West Division 
leading Minnesota. 


In other AL action, Dave 


McNally won his 20th game of 
the season—the first major lea- 
guer to make it—and the Balti- 
more Orioles trimmed Oakland 
5-1, Chicago edged Washington 
4-3, the New York Yankees 
nipped Kansas City 2-1 and Mil- 
waukee nudged Cleveland 4-2 in 
10 innings. 


In the National League, Atlan- 


ta edged New York 7-6, Phila- 
delphia trimmed Cincinnati 2-1 
in 12 innings, Houston drilled 
Montreal 6-3 in 13 innings, Los 
Angeles clowned Chicago 4-1, 
San Diego outducled Pittsburgh 
4-3 and San Francisco dropped 
St. Louis 4-2. 


Police informed the Twins at 


10:30 
p.m., EDT, of the tele- 


phoned threat and it was an- 
nounced over the public address 
system that the male caller said 
the bomb would go off at 10:30 
p.m. 


The evacuation was orderly 


and without panic with some 
2,000 fans, players, police and 
vendors gathered in the center- 
field area. The rest of the peo- 
ple milled in the parking lot. 


After a 27-minute wait the 


fans were allowed to return to 
the stands and the game was re- 
sumed at 10:57 p.m. 


Bill Zepp went seven innings 


for Minnesota, giving up only 
four hits before Tom Hall came 
on in the eighth and surren- 
dered Conigliaro's 25th homer, a 
360-foot shot into the left field 
seats. The Twins have lost three 
in a row and 13 of 17.

with a grand slam homer in the 
Angels big six-run ninth inning, 
overcoming a 6-4 Tigers' lead. 
Jim Fregosi's two-run single 
earlier in the inning had tied it. 


Alex Johnson had a two-run

Planes Keep 
Supplies 
From Enemy

SAIGON (AP) - U.S. mili- 


tary sources say enemy forces 
in Cambodia are getting only a 
dribble of supplies from North 
Vietnam because of intense 
American air attacks on river 
infiltration routes. 


These sources believe North 


Vietnamese troops in Cambodia 
have had to draw on arms and 
supply caches that escaped dis- 
covery when U.S. and South 
Vietnamese units swept enemy 
base sanctuaries near the South 
Vietnamese border in May and 
June. 


Nixon administration officials 


have estimated the allied drive 
into the Cambodian border base 
areas uncovered about 60 per 
cent of the materiel stockpiled 
there. 


There also is evidence that 


the enemy may be bringing 
some supplies back into Cambo- 
dia from South Vietnam, where 
military action has been at low 
ebb, American sources say. U.S. 
reconnaissance planes recently 
spotted more than 120 loaded bi- 
cycles moving west from the 
border region north of Saigon. 


With rain making many dirt 


roads through southern Laos un- 
usable, American sources said, 
the North Vietnamese 
have 


been relying heavily on streams 
to float supplies to Cambodia 
and the lower regions of South 
Vietnam. 


Reconnaissance 
photographs 


show long strings of bags and 
barrels guided by what appear 
to be bamboo rails placed in the 
water to prevent the supplies 
from drifting aground. 


In one recent raid, U.S. Air 


Force F4 Phantom Jets report- 
edly, destroyed an estimate**** 
steel drums floating near Tche- 
pone, a longtime enemy supply 
base in the Laotian panhandle.

Asian tour, Agnew flew from 
South Korea to the Nationalist 
Chinese island of Formosa after 
two days of extended confer- 
ences with Korean President 
Chung Hee Park. 


During the flight to Formosa, 


Agnew told newsmen it was 
"very doubtful" that the United 
States would leave even a token 
force in Korea after the mod- 
ernization of South 
Korea's 


600,000-man army, navy and air 
force. 


The United States now has 


62,000 troops in South Korea and 
plans to withdraw 20,000 by next 
June 30. South Korean officials 
claim they need $3 billion in 
American aid in the next five 
years—more than four times the 
present program — to improve 
their forces to the point where 
they can fight off any North Ko- 
rean attack without U.S. help. 
M Mgnew said he "pointed'out 
very frankly to President Park 
that at such time as the mod- 
ernization program is complete 
— the long range program, it 
might take five years or more,

would be in a state of economic 
and military balance that would 
no longer necessitate any Amer- 
ican forces in Korea."

LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (AP) - 


Former Gov. Orval E. Faubus 
topped a field of eight in the 
Arkansas Democratic guberna- 
torial primary Tuesday but was 
forced into a Sept. 8 runoff to 
choose the party nominee to op- 
pose Republican Gov. Winthrop 
Rockefeller, who won easy nom- 
ination for a third term. 


Faubus failed to obtain a ma- 


jority vote that would have given 
him the nomination on the first 
round and set up a rematch in 
the November general election 
of the 1964 Faubus-Rockefeller 
race in which the former gover- 
nor won a sixth two-year term. 


State Atty. Gen. Joe Purcell 


and Dale Bumpers, a lawyer 
making his first major political 
race, were locked in a close con- 
test for the runoff position op- 
posite 
Faubus. 
Bumpers 


appeared to be the victor. 


Faubus, 60, who served as 


chief executive from 1955 until 
his retirement in January 1967, 
predicted that he would have no 
trouble in the runoff. 


With 2,697 of the 2,792 Demo- 


cratic precincts tabulated, Fau- 
bus commanded 149,646 votes. 
Bumpers had 81,755 and Purcell 
77,911. 


Rockefeller easily disposed of 


three little-known opponents, in- 
cluding the first Negro to run for 
governor in Arkansas since 1920, 
the Rev. R. J. Hampton, a min- 
ister of the African Methodist 
Episcopal Church. 


With 520 of 578 Republican 


precincts reported, Rockefeller 
had 50,701 votes, Hampton 770, 
former radio evangelist James 


and Lester Gibbs, a former 
state delinquent tax collector, 
465.

Suffrage 
Anniversary 


SAN CLEMENTE, Calif. (AP) 


— President Nixon marked the 
50th anniversary of women's 
suffrage today with a proclama- 
tion in which he predicted 
"women surely have still a wid- 
er role to play In the political, 
economic and social life of the 
county." 


"In respect for all American 


women," the President suggest- 
ed, "lee all of us work to bring 
this about." 


It was Nixon's first public 


pronouncement on the role or 
rights of women since he took 
office, his press office said. 


The five-paragraph proclama- 


tion was issued on the eve of the 
suffrage anniversary and the 
nationwide "Women's Strike for 
Equality" today. 


It noted that on Aug. 26, 1920, 


Secretary of State Bainbridge 
Colby certified the 19th amend- 
ment to the Constitution giving 
women the right to vote. 


Nixon said it is hard now to 


imagine a time when women 
didn't have the vote and he cit- 
ed the "great debt" owed to 
those who dedicated their lives 
to this cause. 


The President made no men- 


tion of current efforts by women 
to obtain equal rights or the 
equal rights amendment to the 
Constitution which passed the 
House Aug. 10 and is pending in 
the Senate. 


Presidential aides have point- 


ed out that Nixon supports equal 
rights for women and that the 
concept was part of bis party's 
campaign platform. But Nixon 
has refrained from making any 
personal statement on this pro- 
posed amendment or on the re- 
port of some of his presidential 
task farces that recommended 
it
